Many foreigners todavy do not pay 
the house tax that all Japanese have 
to pay. They recetve all possible pre. 
tection from the Japanese covernment 
but they will not ever fight for ſt. Yn 
this respect thev are Ike the Jap 
nese in Callfornta today except thet 
the protection the Janesnese govern- 
ment affords is more efficient. 

One may mention in peeing that for 
years Javan offered further nrotection 
to foretenere and foreien shipping ir 
the wav of the hest !'ehted sea coast fr 
the world and collected not one cent in 
tolle from the foreigners. 

3 HOTEL CHARGES. 

As to hotel charges my own experi- 
ence does not bear out the statement 
emanating from San Francteco’s City 
Attorney. I have put up at many na- 
tive Japanese inns. Wherever I was 
charged more than a native would have 
been charged it was because I wanted 
more and got it. 

A foreign traveler in Japan is vastly 
more trouble to a native inn-keeper 
than is a native traveler. The foreigner. 
eepecially the American in Japan, is not 
@ parallel to the Japanese in America. 
for when a Japanese comes to thie 
ecuntry he takes things as he finde 
them. He has to, and it is no great 
hardship for him to do so. It is what 
he expects and he gains in comfort 
rather than suffers by the differences 
he adapts himself to. ( 

But the foreigner in Japan, unless he 

been put wise, and this means 
mcch intelligent instructing and as 
med intelligent understanding. is often 
mnpatient and sometimes inconsiderate. 
It is difficult if not impossible for him 
to adapt himself to Japanese conditions 
He does not like to sit on the floor, he 
gaust have chairs. Now Japanese floors 
covered with soft matting, 
chairs tear the delicate surface of this 
matting. So do boot heels, and the for- 
eigner sometimes forgets and wears his 
boots Into the Japanese house. 

Then, too, the foreigner does not like 
to bathe where others bathe. He wishes 
the bath-house all to himself, and he

wishes to bathe in the early mornine 


instead of the late afternoon, which is 
the time when all Japan bathes. 

In short the lun and its order of the 
@ay need to be made over and reversed 
if the foreigner is to receive the ac 


commodation he is accustomed to in his

They can 
build houses, factories and mille on 


this land, which are as absolutely 


their property as is possible here in 


the United States. Foreigners may go 


where they like except into forts and 
navy yards, and may live anywhere. 


They may not own mines, though they 
may be employed as superintendents, 


and they are not to go into farmi 
a business, but any other sort 
cupation is o to them as freely as 


to natives. y may hold chattel 
mort and foreclose them, but if 
they held mortgages on rel estate 


they could not foreclose. This keeps 
them from putting money into rail- 
ways and from making some other in- 
vestments which are attractive to 
them. Japan understands what has 
happened to some of the weaker coun- 
tries when citizens of stronger coun- 
tries become heavily interested therein. 
Christian countries, some one has said, 
have an geen for heathen countries, 
and while heathen is scarcely a word 
appropriate to Japan, the Japanese 
government is wise in its generation. 
It would welcome capital, but it has 
never had a mind for a protectorate 
It declines to be owned by a Morgan. 
a Rogers or a Rockefeller. 

In a word, Japan is not for sale. Her 
islands are not to become Mke the Sa- 
moan or the Hawalian islands, nor 
Joes she envy the status of Egypt, In- 
dia or the nsvaal. Japan admits 
Americans and other foreigners to cit- 
izenship. Two notable instances are 
those of Dr. Virbeck and the late Lar- 
ecadio Hearn, both Americans. These 
men would have achieved distinction 
in any country. The government of 
Japan has no desire to unload its sur- 
plus population inte America. It ccgla 
have no reason for such a wish. It 
much prefers Japanese emigrants to 
settle In Korea and Manchuria, where 
they are availably near at hand, and 
remain under the Serfsdiction of their 
home government. Japanese coolies 
some to California for the very evi- 
lent reason that can earn more 
here than at home. Not one of them 
has come because his government 
wished him to. In short. all I can say 
from my intimate knowledge of Japan 
is that she is living up both to the let- 
ter and to the spirit of her treaty with 
us. It would seem but fair, therefore. 
that she should ask us to do the same.

Half way around the globe we come to a country the | 


very antithesis of this. The first historical record of the 
land is found in Caesar, the Roman conqueror, accus- 
tomed to the myriad-smiling expanse of his own Mediter- 
ranean. His description of these waters is like molten 
lead, as cold as unmelted ice. He tells us of the low- 
lying plains of the Netherlands, cut leagues inward by 
lakes that were almost seas, and torn hither and thither 
by the immense flow of great rivers coming in from 
central Europe. The forests of pine and oak and ash 
and the tangled underbrush which encumbered this low 
country everywhere not overspread by water, was 80 
dense as to be impenetrable, excepting that if one reached 
the tree-tops he might travel for miles-from the branch 
of one tree to that of the next. The only harvest the 
people gathered was amid the dangerous billows of this 
tumultuous and almost icy sea, or from the jungles of 
these impengtrable forests. These Hollanders well might 
have said 
“We have had enough of action, and of motion we, 
Rolled to starboard, rolled to larboard, when the surge 
was seething free. 
Clanging fights, and flaming towns, and sinking ships, 
and praying hands.” 


One might well expect that the inhabitants of these 
tropical islands would have made great progress in every 


way and have built up a civilization of the highest type 
in the world. One might well expect to find this in- 
hospitable flat along the North Sea standing today as it 
stood 2000 years ago. with its great inland seas, over- 
flowing rivers, impenetrable forests and tangled under- 
growth. As a matier of fact, the lippines are to- 
day but little advanced in condition over what they 
were when the first European foot touched their soil. 
The Holland of Caesar’s days has for centuries been 
converted into one of the most fertile and progressive 
countries in Europe. Ali Holland is like a besieged 
town. The army which invests it is the waves of the 
stormy North Atlantic. The inhabitants have built ram- 
parts against the ceaseless activity of this foe, reaching 
from one end of the land to the other. They have 
hewn out granite rock érom Norwegian and German 
mountains and have carried this rock hundreds of miles, 
building up famparts leagues long to defy their insa- 
tiable and incessant enemy. The waves that have broken 
through their dykes have been pumped back again into 
the sea. Broad stretches of country have been rescued 
from the waves and made as fertile as any on the globe. 
In spots from 10,000 to 75,000 acres of land have been 
reclaimed from the sea. At other times the waves 
have reconquered this reclaimed land, but the resolute 
Dutch have won back from their enemy as much and 
more in some other portion of the country. They have 
actually pumped out whole seas. There are dikes 800 
miles long. 

The struggles of this brave people against the Spanish 
invaders were .as resolute and as trying as their strug- 
gle against the North Sea. It was as victorious, too. 
The annals of Holland are full of names like the Tromps, 
Ruyter, Philip Van Artewald and Van Dyke. Its towns 
are famous in science as well as in history, and in art 
as in other respects. There is no Leyden in the Philip- 
pine Islands. There is no Utrecht in Porto Rico. The 
most salubrious and fertile islands have no great marts 
of commerce like Amsterdam, Rotterdam and The Hague. 
The difference ‘in the manhood of the Dutch and that 
of thé Moros is a direct result of the soil and climate. 
It has been the everlasting struggle against the hostile 
waves of the North Atlantic, against the inhospitable 
climate of their country, against the floods of the great 
rivers and against the ambitious designs of the Spaniards 
and other enemies of Holland that has developed the 
stalwart, stubborn determination of the race. 

The bleak fields of New England produced a crop of 
wheat with difficulty and scant at the best. But where 


the Puritans found a barren rock too sterile to produce 


a single blade of grass they planted a little red school- 
house, and there there was no difficulty encountered in 
raising men. New England is not so fertile as the Gem 
of the Antilles nor as the alluvial plains of the Philippine 
archipelago. But neither Cuba nor Mindanao has pro- 
duced any Lodges, Sumners, Fessendens, Dingleys or 
Websters. Manila has no Boston Latin School, Exeter 
nor Andover, no university like Brown, Yale or Har- 
vard. New England's barren rocks, like Holland’s wave- 
invested plains, have produced a higher type of manhood 
than the most luxuriant tropical bowers. ä

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PRACTICAL ETHICS, 


THE BEAUTIFUL AND THE GOOD, 


LATO long ago identified Ethics and Estheties. 
P by permitting no distinction to be made between 
the Beautiful and the Good. Unless the beautiful 
has a moral purpose or ethical end, it is not good; and 
not good, it cannot be beautiful. Thus goodness, beauty 
and truth were finally to be considered not as indepen- 
dent properties or attributes, but simply as three differ- 
ent aspects of one fundamental ethical principle. 

The controversy has been a long and arduous one over 
the question whether all beauty had not finally to be de- 
termined by the element of moral value which it con- 
tained. Thus artists and critics have been at war, some 
contending that “art existed for art’s sake,” others main- 
taining that art without some immediate or remote 
moral purpose had no right to exist. } 

Notwithstanding the prominence which such mooted 
questions receive in academic discussions and in pro- 
fessional circles, and albeit the attention that is drawn 
to the argument by the public press, the general public 
as a rule tall to perceive the vital importance of the in- 


fluence exerted by our esthetical conceptions upon our 


ethical nature. Hence, when those in authoritative po- 
sitions off-handedly declare beauty to be à thing apart,” 
having no relation to the good, when they resent the 


idea that the pursuit of the beautiful should involve a 


moral motive, and when they further deny, in speech 
or conduct, that art and artist, as agency and agent, 
ought to operate in the interests of society by subserving 
ethical ideals—then, whether consciously or uncon- 
sciously, they are exposing the cammunity to a subtle 
source of danger. It is enough, say they who live tor 
art alone, that the picture, the poem, the statue or archi- 
tectural structure, delights the beholder! Its sufficient 
reason for being is the beauty of a work of art; and we 
know an object to be beautiful, whether the work of 


nature or o. art, because it arouses within us certain sen- 


sations of pleasure—it stirs us with agreeable emotions! 

With such a justification of beauty or art dor “its own 
sake,” what think you is the psychological state of the 
savage who, with triumphant thrills of happiness, scalps 
his unfortunate victim! 


result of his capture or his physical prowess? If “en- 


joyment” be the sole criterion of art or beauty, and the 


one object of the artist, if no degree of ethical judgmen, 
is necessary to determine the ultimate value of a work 
of art, and no ethical principle to guide the artist, then 
what wonder that the noblest art and the greatest 
artists are often so shamelessly prostituted to the in- 
creasingly urgent demands of vile sensuality? .- 


Plato went so far as to decry the art of poetry because 
the devotees of the Muse employed all their rhetorical/ 


skill and the literary biandishments placed at their uus- 


posal by a vividly iridescent imagination, not as he 
thought ¢or the purpose of praising the virtues of heroes, 
statesmen and scholars, but to present in a form so 
attractive the vices and weaknesses of civil and political 
leaders ag to cause the demoralization of the state. 
The Greek philosopher recognized the poets’ efforts as 
eminently artistic—aye, so much so that their consum- 
mate art tended to reduce the moral standards of the 
republic. Men were so fascinated by the beauty with 


which moral ugliness was portrayed that they were 


seized by the desire to become similarly immortalized. 
Such was the “art for art’s sake’ which Plato justly 
condemned, because the lesson it conveyed was bad; the 
examples placed before men for their contemplation 
and emulation did not inspire acts of grandeur and sub- 
limity, they did not touch the majestic heights of char- 
acter, but made their appeal to the lower passions 
pompous pride and destructive vanity. ! 


No, it does not seem to the rational moral nature 
that anything truly beautiful should be other than good 
—good in its essence; that is to say, there can be noth- 
ing essentially harmful in its nature or influence. 


The reason, finally, why so many “pure artists” are 
the most revoltingly impure men is not to be sought in 
the fact that they possess the “artistic temperament,” 
but in the circumstance that the artistic temperament 
possesses them! Extremely susceptible to impressions 
of sense, they yield to the Siren of Sensuousness until 
they are at last under complete control of the Demon of 
Sensation. Hence, they abandon themselves to the 
whirlpool of esthetic and other emotions without ever 
a thought of the tempering and proportioning power of 
moral resistance, the true armament of the soul. Thus, 
while themselves worshipers of symmetry, proportion, 
grace, regularity and all the enumerable properties of 
beauty—by their mad disregard of the interdependence 
of the intrinsically beautiful and the good—the artists’ 
nature is recklessly perverted, until at last it looms 
large as a moral monstrosity. . 


It is fatal, fatal to the individual in particular, and 
to soviety at large, to hold that the Good and the Beau- 
tiful are two totally different and unrelated aspects of 
life; and moreover, that the consequence of the effect of 
one upon the other is immaterial. The arbitrary divorce 
of ethics from esthetics has proved a pitfall to both in- 
dividuals and nations, and men, women and entire peo- 
ples will continue to go under in the same way, so long 
as they erroneously believe that Beauty can stand alone 
without the Good, and that Art will prosper or fulfill 
its highest functions, without forming a elose assocta- 
tion with Morality:

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AFRICAN FRANCE. 


How THE FRENCH ARE DEVELOPING 
Rien PROVINCE. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


RAN (Western Algeria.)—I have left Morocco and 

am now traveling in African France. I landed at 

Oran three weeks ago, and have already made my 
way through the rich lands of the Tell, across the high 
plateaus which are upheld between the ranges of the 
Atlas Mountains and down into the Desert of Sahara. 
I am now back in Oran, the chief seaport of Western 
Algeria, and am about to start on a 260-mile railroad 
journey eastward to Algiers, the capital. 


Before I begin describing my travels, I want to tell 


you what the French have in Africa. Their possessions 


include more than one-third of the continent, a territory 


several hundred thousand miles larger than the whole 
United States together with Alaska and our outlying 
colonies. Practically the whole of the Sahara west of 
the Libyan Desert belongs to them, and that alone is 
half as big as the United States proper. They have an 
enormous district south of the Sahara which is known 
as French Central Africa, and several,colonies along the 
Gulf of Guinea. The French Congo, which is north of 
the Belgian Congo, runs northward so as to take in a 
part of Lake Chad, and covers, ali told, an area ten times 


and desert. The truth is, that part of it lying along the 
Mediterranean and running back ‘up the foothills of the 
Atlas has some of the richest soil upon earth. It is only 
from thirty to 100 miles long, including a territory about 
as large as New York and Massachusetts combined. It 
has more good land by far than both of those States. 
This land is known as the Tell. It runs Clear across Al- 
geria and on into Tunisia. It has been for centuries the 
granary of this part of the world. The Phoenecians and 
Carthaginians built empires upon it, and it was for a long 
time one of the principal bread baskets of imperial Rome. 
It was fought for by the Vandals, the Greeks, and in the 
eighth century was conquered by the Arabs, who made 
the country Mohammedan, as it is today. 


A Birdseye View of Algeria. 


Algeria consists of these rich lands of the Tell, of 
high plateaus of the Atlas-just below them, and of 
foothills running down to the Sahara. The country is 
just about as long from east to west as from Philadelphia 
to Cleveland, and as wide as from Washington to Boston 
by way of New York. It contains altogether as much 
land as all New England added to New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Louisiana. 2 

It is divided into three provinces, each beginning 
the Mediterranean and cutting across to the Sahara. The 
largest of these is at the east and is known as Constan- 
tine. It is almost as big as Minnesota, and it has several 
hundred thousand more feople. The next is Algiers, 
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as large as the State of Illinois. It is inhabited by 18. 
000,000 people, the most of whom are jet-black negroes 
: of the most debased types. 


; | The richest of the French possessions, however, are 
: : along the south coast of the Mediterranean Sea, com- 
prising the two great States of Algeria and Tunisia; Of 
these Tunisia is a protectorate. It is almost absolutely 
governed by the French, and they are rapidly develop- 
ing it. Algeria, on the other hand, is now a part of the 
French republic. It is a French state; it holds its own 
elections and it has three senators and six deputies in 
the Parliament at Paris. Its Governor-General is a 
Frenchman, and most of its officials are natives of the 
French republic. 3

„ Indeed, Algeria is by far the best piece of property 
: France has outside her own boundaries. It her great 


winter garden, which furnishes the chief yegetables for 
all the French cities and the granary which supplies a 


country, and Algeria gived France imports to the amount 
of sixty-odd million dollars a year. . 
nually sends $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 worth of her wares 
to Algeria, and the trade between the two countries 
steadily grows. 
Many look upon Algeria as a little strip of mountain 
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The total population of the whole country now approx- 
imates 5,000,000, and of these almost 400,000 are French. 
There are also several hundred thousand other Buro- 
peans, made up of Spaniards, Italians, Maltese and Jews. 
The rest of the Algerians are Mohammedan Africans, 
and three out of every five of them is an Arab. There 
are also about 700,000 white Africans known as Kabyles 
and about 53,000 Jews. 


Here in Oran there are a large number of Spaniards 
and many. negroes who were originally brought across the 
Sahara as slaves and sold in the market of Algiers. In 
some of the Algerian oases the people are about all ne- 
groes, and I see many here in the town. The negro 
women often act as shampooers in the Moorish bath- 
houses, and many of the men are beggars who dance 
about, singing weird songs to the clashing of queer iron 
cymbals. One such followed my carriage today and I 
made a photograph of him. His dance wag a sort of a 
Nautch dance, consisting of a continuous contortion of 
the hips and a twisting of the waist.

But let me give you a picture of this town of Oran. It

DWARD VII of England is the merry monarch of 
Europe. No other man living today knows better 
than he how to be happy though reigning,

an inclination and a real talent for visiting, he gratifies

In a plain gray sack suit, that is neat but certainly 
not more spick, span or gaudy than the clothes an Amer- 
ican man of business might wear, and in a gray derby 
hat and gray gloves and carrying a stout crook-handled 
walking stick, the King likes to dress for a trip to a 
friend's. Sometimes the derby is exchanged for a soft 
fedora, sometimes the sack suit is brown, but, with the 


exception of Leopold of Belgium, no European monarch.

Last summer, when King Edward went to see his Ger- 
man nephew, William appeared in uniforms of evef- 
increasing spiendor, his breast blazing with orders, but 
his amused-looking elderly English relative stuck con- 
tentedly to his sack suit, calfskin boots, derby hat and 
the brand of fat, fragrant cigars which, when he visits 
at home or abroad, are always carried about in quanti- 
ties by his valet. 

And out in his own home country, all precedents to 
the contrary, he makes it his business to be comfortable 
and enjoy himself, and one and all his hosts and host- 
esses vouch for it that he is an easy and agreeable guest 
to entertain. | 

When the shooting season is open he likes to be asked 
to visit by subjects whose preserves are well stocked, 
whose garages are full of motor cars, whose cook has a 
good reputation; and he also likes to have his favorite 
Highland pony invited, too. This stout, sober-sided 
little nag is the one on which he enjoys riding about 
the moors. 

A valet and chauffeur and one gentleman attendant 
are all he requires or takes with him when he visits 
friends who have small houses or such old acquaintances 
as the Cassels, the Sassoons, the Savilles or the Cole- 


-| brooks; and, unlike his mother, he does not demand 
that his bedding and bathtub and his own cook shall be 


included in his invitation. 

Besides a supply of his favorite brand of cigars, he 
sometimes has his valet put a caddy full of a special tea 
in his luggage; yet he does not, in details of luxury, take 
himself too seriously, and when he visits he requires 
good food and plenty of outdoor recreation, for the royal 
digestion copes readily with six meals a day. 

Before rising, he takes a round 
at 9:30 he appreciates a hearty British breakfast. By 
1:30 he is ready for a hot luncheon and plenty of it; 
and at 4:30 he will juggle skillfully with a dish of bacon 
and eggs, not to mention large cups of tea, sandwiches, 
crumpets, bonbons, cake and other trimmings.

tor a morning, he is ag happy as a boy if he is taken out 
to tzee good horses or dogs, prize pigs or ribbon-winning 


chickens. 

He can. spend hours in a stable reveling in the sight 
of a bit of perfect horseflesh, or he will consider a noble 
bull, sheep or litter of priceless puppies with all the en- 
thusiasm of a natural-born farmer and lover of fine ani- 
mals. 

Sitting indoors to discuss book or problems is about 
the only species of so-called recreation that bores the 
English King, and he ardently hates to be left alone to 
find companionship in his ewn thoughts. This cheerful 
royal person likes to have cheerful people about him, he 
loves meeting new and lively men and women, he has 
a genius for drawing a companion Out, putting shy folk 
at their ease, inducing clever ones to talk their best, and 
he never has any trouble in seeing the point to a joke, 
be it ever so subtly fine. 


Whenever, then, as a consequence of these tastes, he 


goes to country houses his hosts are careful to ask not 
only high-spirited, talkative folk and a few witty Amer- 
ican women, but a number of expert bridge players. 
When dinner is over, the King relishes a bit of music, 
a recitation, his cigar and then an absorbing game. 


He would rather play old maid than no cards at all, 
and he is not overfond of billiards. But let it be set 
down to his credit that of those who have had the privi- 
lege of entertaining him not one has ever been allowed 
to feel that his hospitable efforts were made in vain, 


His courtesy is never failing, his appreciation of a 
good time is freely and frankly demonstrated, and as a 
guest he gives royal tips. When the King visits his 
gentleman attendant dips into the royal purse to the ex- 
tent of many pounds. The local church and constabu- 


in the villages, are all allowed to rejoice in the royal 
generosity. 

In consequence of this custom, it may be easily recog- 
nized that in country-house visiting the King is not pur- 
suing a selfishly economical form of amusement. Some- 
times this sociable monarch finds that his zest for visit- 
ing gives rise to troublesome misunderstandings. 

Some years ago, for instance, a over 
a visit the King was due to pay at the house of a most 
dignified Duke. As usual, a list 
was submitted to the King. Many 
cruts in the land, with pedigrees as long as that 
Mikado, were included in the list, but they 
peal to the King as likely to prove diverting. 

By his orders the list was edited, with the result that 
the elderly Duke nearly had a fit of angry apoplexy 
when he saw it. Never, he swore, should such a troupe 
of high flyers darken his doors: 

“No guests, no King,” was the gist of the answers 
he received to his objections. 

“All right, the King can stop at home,” was the sub- 
stance of the ducal retort, with the consequence that the 
King failed to honor that particular moated castle, and 
the Duke refrained from going to court. . 

Being a touchy man himself, he thereupon took it for 
granted that he was down in the royal black books. 
However, it was apparent that he did not know his liege 
lord very well, and it was an astonished peer of the 
realm who received a gracious smile from his sovereign 


when, for the first time after their correspondence, they 


met face to face. 

The King made no reference to their late difference of 
opinion, for he respects those who stick up for their 
principles, and greatly regards their independence and 
the rights of bis subjects. He rather likes to be inde-

PREHISTORIC REMAINS IN MEXICO. 

For the last two weeks Mr. Leopold Batres has been 
excavating one of the small artificial hills to the south- 
eas: of the pyramid of the sun. This is one of the tu- 
muli that form the row of the street of the dead. Here 
have been discovered a number of rooms which are ap- 
parently a part of an ancient temple, with rooms and 
patios. Below these, stairways lead to a large room 
some thirty-five feet in length. Apparently there are 
other rooms on the level connected with one another. 

These are the first subterranean houses that have so 
far been found in the valley, anc they show that in this 
buried city the houses were two and three stories high. 
The upper stories had been destroyed by fire, but the 
lower remained untouched, and upon them there still re- 


mains the red paint which was the characteristic color : 


of Teotihuacan. 

Among the interesting things found is the skeleton of 
a man supposed to have been one of the ancient Toltec 
kings. Beside the human skeleton was that of a tiger, 
and both were painted red. 
were also found large quantities of sea shells, obsidian 
beads, jade and obsidian idols, knives, snakes and pol- 
ished stone masks, representing heroes who lives 3000 
years ago. Many spiral shells were also encountered 
which had holes drilled through them, showing that 


they had been used as beads. They were beautifuly pol-

the mesquite for a long sleep—the cowboy has unwound 
his last coil of lariat, he has cast aside his branding iron. 


| and in the vernacular of the slang world, “he is all in.” 


The cowboy, with the longhorned Texas steer, is 
doomed to go the way of the pony express, the buffalo 
and the Indian. Where once the militant longhorn 
stampeded on the “I.X.L.,” the “Bar Z.,“ or the “Pecos 
Gulch,” the domestic jersey now comes peacefully home 
at milking time, and the cattle ranch nomenclature of 
yesteryears is but a memory of what once was 

The people of the United States are stricken by land 
fever—a fever as intense as that whch bouyed up the 
ers in their quest for gold. Men, women and chil- 
dren are flocking from the congested districts of the 
older States, to the great Southwest. They want homes, 
and their onward rush is responsible for the unhorsing 
of the cowboy and the cleaving of the million-acre 
ranch into small farms. 

Surely, an amazing metamorphosis is under way. 

“I allows,” sighs the veteran cowboy, “as how when 
they git t’ ther p'int o' shippin’ in sacred bulls from 
Injy, an’ makin’ cowfeed out o’ cactus, it’s high time for 
sich as me to vamoose,” : 

And that is exactly what they are doing in Texas— 
importing sacred or Brahmin cattle from India, and con- 
verting the once despised cactus into stock food. Going 
still further, these scientific onrushers are experiment- 
ing with the cactus on the theory that it can be made 
to give up denatured alcohol. 

What an easthetic flight from the stampeding, uncouth 
Texas longhorn to the sacred cow from India! 

The importing of sacred cattle into Texas may thus 
far be catalogued as a rich man’s fad, perhaps, yet the 
idea is gaining in popularity nevertheless, and there are 
prophets on record with the forecast of a day not (ar 
into the future when the sacred cattle of India will be 
very generally inbred with the native product. Col. 
J. M. Frost, now of Houston, but formerly of Fort Bend 
county, is accredited with having taken the initiative 
in the importation of sacred cattle. Several years ago 
he brought over from India a herd of bulls, and thus the 


idea got its origin in Texas, Col. Frost, however, tired 


of cattle raising and sold his India stock to A. P. Bor- 
den, a wealthy ranchman of Wharton county, and af- 
ter Mr. Borden had made a study of the imported cattle 
for some time, he saw so many points of merit that he 
decided to enter into the business on a more extended 
scale. Accordingly, he went to India last autumn and a 
few weeks ago returned to Texas with forty-six of the 
sacred cattle. The purchase price paid for the cattle 
alone was $6000, and the duty amounted to approxi- 
mately $1500. Buying sacred cattle in India is not so 
easy as negotiating for the American variety, and Mr. 
Borden encountered much difficulty. In order to induce 
the natives to sell their cattle it was necessary to con- 


vince them that the animals would not be slaughtered 


for food. There is a religious belief among the natives 
of India that cattle embody the souls of dead men, wom- 
en and children, thus the theory that they are “sacred.” 
Much diplomacy was therefore necessary, and after 
having satisfied the Indians that it was proper to sell 
their cattle, Mr. Borden encountered another obstacle 


in the person of a representative of the veterinary de- 


partment of the United States government, who was as- 
signed to accompany the Texan for the purpose of in- 
specting his purchases. This precaution was taken to 
avoid the possibility of importing diseased animals. 

It is claimed for the sacred cattle that they are im- 
mune from the ravages of the much-despised Texas 
tick, that their flesh is more tender and more gener- 
ally palatable than the beef of the native Texas ani- 
mal, and, besides, they are much larger. It is the theory 
of Mr. Borden that excellent results may be obtained by

Meanwhile, the longhorn has surely had his day, and

Mrs, Adair’s ranch is well up toward the tip of the 


panhandle country, while the estate of Mrs. King is far 
down upon the gulf coast. A railroad has just been built 
through the King ranch, tapping the long-neglected 
Brownsville region, a town by the name of Kingsville 
has been established on the ranch and it is conceded 
to be only a question of time until Mrs. King will sell 
her vast possessions. Then the truck farmer will swoop 
down upon the land thus opened up, for the gulf coast 
country is widely heralded as a garden spot. Mrs. 
Adair’s ranch, which is still intact, can hardly be classed 
as a truck-farming region, but the climatic changes that 
have occurred in recent years have so played upon the 
Panhandle soil as to adapt it to general agriculture, it 
is said. While Mrs. Adair lives in Ireland and spends 
the greater part of her time in Europe, she is a fre-

To see one’s friends aging is sadder than to éeel old. 
In 1864 Nathaniel Hawthorne, “gray and grand,” fell out 
of the ranks of America’s great men. Longtellow's 
melody on Hawthorne’s death appeared in the volume 
called “Flower-de-Luce and Other Poems” (1867). Fel- 
tom was gone, too. One day Agassiz sat down in Long- 
fellow’s study and wept like a child, because he had lost 
his power to work; then he rallied for a space and died 
in harness. A few chilly entries in the diary show how 
much the poet felt his increased loneliness; he was sit- 
ting out the fire. But meanwhile, he did not slacken his 
literary efforts. 
In May of 1868 Longfellow sailed for Europe, and in 
England he began an enjoyable tour that extended 
through eighteen months. Cambridge University gladly 
took occasion to bestow upon him the degree of LL.D. 
In London he was pulled about by all the celebrated 
people, and Mr. Gladstone proposed his health at a 
great dinner. Returning from Italy, he obtained further 
academic recognition from England, this time in the Ox- 
ford degree of D.C. L. . 

The Queen sent for him, and the republican shook Her 

Majesty simply by the hand, on being introduced. At 
last, a little wearied of being made so much of, he long- 
ingly hied back to his native land, paid his taxes as soon 
as he reached Craigie House, and thus eit at home 
again.” | 

In Harper’s Magazine for March, 1882, the aged poet 
read an account of a ruined convent in Mexico, and by 
one passage about the convent bells was roused to write 
his last song—the song about the “Bells of San Blas.“ 
These lines conclude the poem, and ended his singing 


forever: 
“Out of the shadow of night 
The world rolls into light: 
It is daybreak everywhere!” 

That was the last grand line of a whole-hearted poet, 
who had never lost faith in his God, and still hoped, like 
Goethe, for “more light!“ 

On Friday, March 24, 1882, Henry Longfellow sank 
2 in death, aged 75. Peritonitis had hastened 

Amid gently-falling snow he was 
buried in the cemetery of Mount Auburn, near Cam- 
bridge.

New Postage Stamps. 
THE SETTLEMENT AT JAMESTOWN, 
Va., TO BE COMMEMORATED. 

By a Special Contributor. 


HE Bureau of Engraving and Printing, in Wash- 
ington, is preparing to print the new series of post- 
age stamps to commemorate the Jamestown settle- 


The striking feature of these stamps will be a nega- 
tive one—none of thé stamps will portray either Capt. 
John Smith, whose life was saved by the Indian maiden, 
Pocahontas, or Pocahontas herself. Such a condition 
of affairs seems almost as incongruous to the half-mfl- 
lion stamp collectors in the United States as would the 
omission of Hamlet in the Shakespearean tragedy of 
that name, to theater-gores, and yet it is true. 

When the Postoffice Department, after having pre- 
viously turned down cold the Lewis and Clark exposition 


people, who in accordance with previous custom, asked 


for a special series of stamps for the Portland Exposi- 
tion, yielded to strong pressure and finally agreed the 
Jamestown show should have special stamps, it was re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion that either Pocahontas 
or Capt. John Smith, and probably both, would be pic- 
The department officials charged 
with the issue of stamps indicated to the public that 
sketches and suggestions for the new stamps would be 
received and inviting them. 

As a result the department received great numbers of 
suggestions, and a large majority favored the depicting 
of Capt. John Smith and Pocahontas upon the stamps. 
The officials of the department were disposed to follow 
the ideas so generallly proposed and set about obtaining 
photographs of the parties to the historic event which 
made them famous. After having searched the entire 
country for likenesses of Pocahontas, the department 
officials were compelled to abandon absolutely the 
thought of portraying the Indian maiden upon a postage 
stamp that should circulate among a civilized people. 
Even the photograph of Pocahontas which appeared to 
flatter her depicted a female so ugly that the men 
charged with respongjbility for the production of stamp 
designs simply threw up their hands and declared it 
could not be; that Pocahontas was simply impossible.

Next came the Buffalo, 
or Pan-American, series, famous because of their two 
colors and the scarce copies with the central picture up- 
side down, a copy of the 2-cent of which Sells at about 
$200. This series, appeared in 1901, and consisted only 
of the 1, 2 4, 5, 8 and 10-cent denominations. In 1904 
the department issued the Louisiana Purchase, or St.

The department was adverse to giving the Jamestown 
people more than a single special stamp, the 2-cent de- 
nomination, but finally agreed to include the i-cent. 
With only the two values, three stamps will be required 
to frank a letter to a foreign country, and a parcel re- 
quiring 16-cent postage will need eight stamps. The 
stamps for Jamestown will be of about the size of the es 
Pan-American, slightly smaller than the current stamps 
longer horizontally than vertically, and will be printed 
only in one color—the 2-cem= red and the l-cent green. 

These stamps will be on sale c poraneous with the 
exposition, and their sale will cease with the close of the 
show, although the stamps will still be good for post- 
age as are all the commemorative stamps ever issued by 
the United States.

Adding Toes to Guinea Pigs. 


—— 

A race of four-toed guinea pigs has sim been 
produced by W. E. Castle, one of the biologists of the 
station. Normal guinea pigs have only three toes on 
each hind foot. What correspond to our “big” and “tit- 
tle” toes are lacking. Mr. Castle has succeeded in pro- 
ducing a race with the little toe added. One of his nor-

largest of which surprised the biologist by displaying the 
extra little toe. With this single freak as a parent Mr. 
Castle then produced the now well-established (our - toed 
race. Im other experiments with 3000 guinea pigs and 
several hundred rabbits he has produced other new in- 
dividual sorts, characterized by peculiar qualities of 
hair and coat markings. His original parent stock vary 
from long-haired, rough albinos from Peru—resembling 
living tassels of white silk—to short-haired blackish- 
red individuals of the English variety. The off- 
spring of these and other crosses show curios 
like balls of long 
hair, cowlicked“ all over; others like balls of deli- 
cate feathers, and still others appear to have the bodies 
of guinea pigs, but the tails and topknots of cocks. 


‘Changing the Colors of Bugs. 


Studies of the inheritance of the color patterns of as- 
paragus beetles are also being made. These patterns 
vary from light spots on a dark ground to dark spots 
on a light ground. F. E. Lutz, in charge of this work, 
is testing the possibility of changing these patterns at 
will by altering the temperature of the cages in which 
the beetles are bred. He is trying also to create a strain 
which will produce three generations a year instead of 


two. Experiments are being made also with webworms, 


crickets, squash beeties and lady beetles. Roswell H. 
Johnson, working with lady beetles, has made the inci- 
dental discovery that these insects when disturbed exude 


from some joints of their legs a fluid tasting like aloes, 


which is distasteful to birds. The secretion of this fla- 
voring extract is evidently the lady beetles’ natural 
means of protection. The problem of supplying all of 
these insects with food has been a troublesome one. 
Plant lice, for example. are even more essential to the 


diet of the lady beetle than are baked beans to the Bos- 
tonian or hot bread to the Virginian. Hence a plant-

Hence the invention of this apparently useless insect, 
by which the process of evolution can be hurried, that 
impatient man may all the quicker learn the laws which 
will enable him to mold the animal and vegetable king- 
doms to best suit his commercial interests.

mentally, moraly and physically; how, in fact, to even-

This is because the laws of heredity governing the 
evolution of the humblest asparagus beetle, or even the 
most despised louse of this station’s louse hatchery, are 
practically the same as those which have controlled the 
evolution of kings or—what is more—of great geniuses.» 
This close relationship of law is seen between even the 
vegetable and animal kingdoms. In fact, the new 
law of evolution, discovered with the aid of 
plants by Prof. Hugo de Vries of Amster- 
dam—a law which now has the scientific world 
by the ears—is being applied with success to animals 
by Prof. Davenport, who regards it as “destined to be the 
foundation stone of the rising science of experimental 
evolution.” 


Proves Darwin Wrong. 


We believed this whole question of evolution to have 
been cut and dried, settled for good and all, in the past 
century by the great Darwin. But out of Amsterdam 
has come this new genius, picking flaws in the Darwin- 
lan theory. Evolutionists of*the Darwinian school have 
been teaching that new species develop by a series of 
very slow and gradual changes, occurring about equally 
to all individuals of a locality; that the whole group is 
changed in one direction by the forces of environment. 
They have also taught that when two breeds are crossed 
their characters usually become intimately blended. 
They have recognized that individual differences crop 


out, but have held that all individuals of a group from _ 


time to time intercross and that no single one has gotten 
very far ahead of the general run. Thus they hold that 
the whole family has changed only gradually and a com- 
mon form has made its appearance with the same grad- 
ual degree that the old form has disappeared. 


These Darwinian evolutionists have further held that 
many billions of millions of years at least must have 
elapsed since these processes commenced, whereas the 
world’s greatest physicists and astronomers estimate the 
age of the earth at some millions of years only. This 
discrepancy has been a weapon in the hands of the op- 


inquiries. He at last caught a wild species in the 
act of producing new forms suddenly and not 
For eighteen years he has been studying it in its 
locality, and it has steadily continued to repeat the 
Seeing Species Originate.

thus upset a part of the Darwinian theory is a native of 
the United States—an evening primrose, Prof. Ve Vries 
announced two years ago that these sudden changes in 
nature could not be produced artificially, but that their 
occurrence could be predicted in some cases with enough 
probability to justify the trial. 


That the discovery applies to animals as well as to 
plants is seen at our “Station for Experimental Evolu- 
tion,” at Cold Spring Harbor. The work here, with ani- 
mals and plants alike, indicates that evolution advances 
by steps or jumps, that a new species does not arise 
from an old one gradually, but suddenly. So instead of 
trying to produce evolution by the process of “selection,” 
as stock breeders and botanists have largely done here- 
tofore, Dr. Davenport considers it more important to 
look for the “sports” or “freaks” caused by sudden evo- 
lution and to use these as the doundations of new races. 
To accomplish this he breeds according to rules too 
technical for explanation here. A number of genera- 
tions must be produced by various processes of in-breed- 
ing, out-breeding, cross-breeding, and what not, before 
a new race can be established. He is seeking new laws 
of heredity and evolution rather than the perfection of 
any new and valuable races, which task he will leave to 
others after he has discovered the law. And mark again 
what he says in this connection: “a 

“Since when we know the law we may control the 
process, the principles of evolution wil show the way 
to an improvement of the human species.” 

Here then is the question: 

The law for creating. at will, a race of “white, blue- 
eyed, deaf, long-haired, taillese, polydacty!” cats having 
thus been discovered will not the same law enable sci- 
ence to breed, at will, a race of big-brained, deep-chested, 
fleet-limbed, strong-muscled, human geniuses, with lofty 
morals, ucute senses and blood highly resistant to the 
bacilli of disease?

UCH a panorama as lay spread out before me! I 

had climbed the steep hij] without stopping to look 

back, and now, as I turned, the beauty of it all 
came full upon me, and, involuntarily, I gave an excla- 
mation of delight. Surely it was a view of which one 
would never tire, and it was one that changed with the 
mere turning of the head. 

The hill on which I rested was studded with live oak 
trees, making a thing of beauty to look down upon. On 
the extreme right Eagle Rock stood out in prominence, 
its light barren surface showing clear-cut against the 
green-clad hills behind it. The outstretched eagle bla- 
zoned on its face was not as plain as it would be when 
the sun was higher and the shadow stronger. 

To the extreme left, through a little valley whose em- 
erald hillsides framed the picture and made it a most 
pleasing one, lay New York Valley and the hills of High- 
land Park, which lie back, and south, of Occidental] Col- 
lege. Everything was green save the brown roadways 
and the vario lored houses, Still beyond all this, 
behind another hill, rose the smoke of the city of Los 
Angeles. 

Before me~but how shall I describe it? When I close 


my eyes I see it yet, but how to make my readers do so 


is another matter. At my feet lay stretched out in all 
its winter beauty that matchless valley, Eagle Rock, 
with its many homes snuggled against the foothills, its 
rows of green orange trees, its deciduous fruit trees now 
bare and with purple limbs outlined against the green 
ground beneath them; its rolling hills, some green with 
chaparral through which the greener grass was show- 


ing; some brown, some almost golden with grain stubble, 


some soft and gray with tall dry weeds; and towering 
over all this patchwork, varied-colored ground, rose 
stately, straight eucalyptus trees like sentinels. 

This little valley which for so many years has been 
known for ftg highly cultivated ranches, whose vege- 
tables in winter and fruit in summer brought the high- 


est prices, because of their superior flavor, has lately

the bright sunshine. Behind them rose a dark range of 
foothills, and still farther away I caught a glimpse of a 
snow-capped mountain. 

Opposite me, behind the fertile valley 
furrowed foothills, and behind them other 
and mountains. 

At the extreme right, behind the rock 
this little valley its name, rose the long 
Sierra Madre still snow-capped in spite 
days of warm sunshine, With my glass I

Though for the most part peace and quiet lay over the 
valley, some sounds floated up to me. Below me a large 
wagon drawn by four horses rumbled by. It was loaded 
with buff standstone taken a little farther along from 
the very hill where I was sitting. In the distance some 
one was chopping wood; an engine pumping water was 
chug-chugging in methodical monotony; not far away a 
man was burning off the dry weeds, and the crackling of 
the fire was added to the other noises. From the lower 
end of the valley a bell was ringing, and though I could 
not see the electric car, I could hear it whirring along. 

Hens cackled, roosters crowed; and in contrast to these 
unmusical noises came floating up to me the liquid -song 
of the meadow lark, clear, loud and decisive. There is 
something so spring-like, so hopeful—and yet so musi- 
cal, in that wild song of the meadows. 

All about me, from the chaparral below and the trees 
above, sounded the call notes and songs of many birds. 
The very first one that I scared up in my upward climb 
was the common brown towhee. Wherever I go I meet 
this brd. Whether it be in my own yard, in the Arroyo 
Seco, on the foothills, in the valleys, or cafions, this bird 
is always the commonest, and tamest. And he is al- 


ways welcome. Though a somber brown in coloring, 


there is something so confidirfg, so restful about him 
that I cannot help but like him in spite of his plebeian 
garb and his lack of any sweet song. For though at the 
nesting time he has a song which, mocker fashion, he 
shouts from the housetops, ordinarily it is a thin, mo- 
notonous “chip” that one hears. 

- That winter visitor, the Audubon warbler, held a close 
second to the towhees in numbers and sociability. In 
and out among the treetops these little birds doraged, 


making quick sallies into the air in pursuit of insects, 
the white patches on their tails, and their bright yellow 
rump showing conspicuously as they flew. The tiny 
ruby-crowned kinglets were also about, their olive plum- 


age blending with the dull green of the oak trees 


| where they foraged for minute insect life. As if fearing | 


that, because of their perfect protective coloration, they 
would be overlooked, these midgets kept up a loud chat- 
tering that made them easily located. 


The noisy scratching in the underbrush, and the 
drawled catlike “Me-ow,” told me that a spurred towhee 
was at work. Presently one of these beautiful birds 
flew up into the top of an oak tree just opposite me, and 
from there down into a pile of cuttings below me. The 
ful beauty of his black head, red eye, black and white 
back, bright rufous sides bordering a white breast, were 
easily studied as he fearlessly hopped about so near me. 


Not (ar away sounded the liquid “chuck” of the dwarf 
hermit thrush. These pretty brown birds with their 
white breasts speckled with brown, have been unusually 
common this winter. They have not proved to be very 
shy, one of them coming many times a day up from the 
arroyo to get the crumbs thrown out for the birds by a 
bird lover. They are extremely restless birds, the wings 
being twitched almost constantly. They seem this win- 
ter to have been most unfortunate—three dead ones 
having come into my possession within a few days. 

There is another bird of this family who, like this one, 
is a winter visitor only, and who I presume was on the 
hillside with me had I been clever enough to have seen 
it, or quiet enough to have induced it to come to my 
locality. It is a bird that I have had an opportunity to 
study this winter for the first time—the varied thrush. 
In size and shape it resembles the robin, and is, indeed, 
sometimes called the varied robin. Its upper parts are 
dark-slate-colored, its throat and “breast, which are sep- 
arated by a black crescent, are a [ight burnt-orange. 
A wide black patch passes through the eyes, above which 
is a light orange stripe., There are also dull orange 
stripes on the wings. The high breast, barred by the 
bright crescent, and the stripe over the eyes make these 
birds very showy as well as very beautiful ones. 

The peculiar ringing call of the wren-tit sounded all 
about me; also other noises which I was sure came 
from this same bird, for his ability to make odd notes 
is great. The common black phoebe, apd his cousin, the 
Say phoebe, who is a winter visitor only, were among 
the trees, each intent upon flycatching exploite—the Say 


giving his plafntive “Phee-u,” accompanied by a twitch 
of the tail, and the black relative saying “Phoeb.” In 
the distance I heard the shrill “Peauk” of the red-shafted 
flicker, and soon one of these big birds came flying over, 


oak tops; a western gnatcatcher in his blue-drab suit 
called “Tzee” as he flitted about; a dear little brown tit- 
mouse called: See—day-day, see—day-day” in his 
positive way, as if he were the only one in the woods 
worth noticing. And, indeed, I thought him one of the 
most charming. 
But the most beautiful song that I heard while on this 


} | hillside came from the Pasadena thrashers. They are 


large, brown birds, having very long sickle-shaped bills. 
They get their food from the ground, but when they 
come to sing they mount a limb, and often they are 
accommodating enough to choose a bare one, and there 
they pour forth a song that is loud, clear and beautiful. 
at first one might take it for that of the mocking bird, 
but it has a depth and richness that the mocker’s song 
lacks. I heard three of these matchless songsters sing- 


ing at once; two not far away, and one in the distance. | 


But the greatest treat of the day’s outing was not 
seen, or heard, as far as birds were concerned, on the 
hillside, but when I had gone down into the valley it- 
self. There in a deciduous-fruit orchard I came upon a 
large flock of western robins. Only two or three stray 
robins had I seen during the winter, and to come upon 80 
many of them and hear their familiar “Whe-wheat, tut, 
tut, tut, tut,” sounding from several parts of the orch- 
ard, seemed almost too good to be true. 

At my home, in Annandale Valley, I (ound another 
large flock of them, and on all sides sounded their song, 
“Whe-wheat, tut, tut, tut,” the first syllable given in a 
high pitch, followed by a lower note, both given delib- 
erately, the following “tuts” being given very rapidly. 
Sometimes only the “wheat,” and sometimes the “tut” 
all by itself was given. These birds, like the birds of 
the orchard, were shy and illusive, not at all the friendly 
robins of the East, and I was obliged to admire them 
from a distance. 2 5 

Besides the robins, there were many meadow larks in 
Annandale singing their evening matins from all sides. 
A large flock of bluebirds flew over, and about a row of 


blossoming eucalyptus trees, a flock of Audubon war- 


blers foraged. Everything seemed to go in flocks in this 
charming little valley. 
Though tired and footsore, I felt that my day had been 
a most profitable and satisfactory one.

So optimistic a statement from a sober business man, 
mot speaking for political effect, will be amazing to 
many Americans who have heard only discouraging 
stories from the islands. In short, to those who have 
heard only ill of the Philippines, it may sound like a 
horrible whopper. Few people whose ideas of the archi- 
pelago are based on the tgying experiences of our sol- 
diers and pioneers ia “the days of the Empire,” that 
is, the period preceding the civil administration, will be- 
lieve such an extremely optimistic expression to be sin- 
cere. Yet there are thousands of busy Americans at 
work throughout the archipelago who are satisfied and 
content to cast their lot here for life and who are only 
too glad to say a good word for the Philippines every 
chance they get. Mr. Pitt is the first American, so far 
known, publicly to assert that “the Philippines is the 
best place on earth, bar none.” But his far-flung op- 
timism met with an applause from all classes that still 
reverbrates throughout the archipelago from Mount Apo 
to Benguet. There’s a new spirit in the Philippines to- 
day. It is a refiection of the confident feeling inspired 
among all commercial men of the islands, by some 
amazing industrial enterprises that have been begun. 

Just now the Philippine Islands and the Filipino 
people need a new interpreter. Now that there is peace 
in the islands and norma) conditions of living in more 
sanitary surroundings have obtained, Americans find 
that the Philippines are not unhealthy. Indeed, they 
possess, it is asserted, the finest tropical climate in 
the world. The death rate tor Americans is only 
eleven per thousand, as compared with 17.4 in the United 
States. Though this small death rate is, in part, largely 
accounted for by the fact that practically all the Ameri- 
cans who have come over here are adults, yet it is an 
amazing commentary on health conditions in the isl- 
ands under a hygienic regimé. The Filipino people 
need a new interpreter by reason of the adaptable man- 
ner in which they are laying hold of a new scheme of 
life. The profound influence of the present industrial 
awakening upon so assimilative a people as the Filipinos 
can scarcely be overestimated. They belong to the 
Malay stock, which is one of the oldest families of the 
human race of which we know. Possessing a natural 
liking for commerce and barter, they have survived be- 
cause of their adaptability. The most highly developed 
Malay branches, as, for instance, the Filipino Tagalogs, 
had attained a well-defined civilization long before the 
advent of the Dutch and Spanish. The civilization which 
they are assuming, therefore, while yet a more modern 
garment is woven out of the same fundaments, the basic 
habit of production, barter and trade to which these 
people have for centuries been accustomed. 


Great Opportunities. ? 


The Philippines today offer as great as, or greater 
epportunities for the development of trade and com- 
merce, the investment of capital and the engagement 
of enterprise than any other Latin-American or Oriental 
country. The reason is obvious. Americans have pene- 
trated the archipelago and responsible American im- 
porters are to be found in every port pushing their 
wares. In most other places in the Orient and in South 
America, importers who handle exclusively American 
goods are scarcer than “hens” teeth. The people are 
under an American government and are in daily as- 
sociation with Americans, so they are learning to pre- 
fer our wares to all others and they set them up as 
standards. Thus the competition which American goods 
meet with elsewhere is reduced to a minimum. The Philip- 
pines is the point of least resistance, the wedge, as it 
were, whereby we may enter the stupendous trade of the 
vast, tropical Orient, which comprises one-fifth of the 
earth’s land surface and over one-half its population. 
Saving the Philippines you may search in vain in the 
tropical East, from Cairo to Sandaken, for a firm that 
is pushing American goods, outside the branch houses 
of Manila firms. The archipelago is not only the single 
tropical or Oriental region in which American business 
interests have gained a foothold and paved the way for 
rapid growth, but a tremendous commercial development 
seems assured in the next halt dozen years by reason of 
extensive railroad building, large undertakings by the 
Philippine government and generous investment of for- 
eign capital. 

If a man will live in the Philippines as he should 
live in the tropics, he will have no trouble in keeping 
his health and his vigor. The Spanish have lived here 
for generations with unimpaired activity. But they live 
carefully. Not all Americans do. I know of a big, 
stout six-foot fellow of the Coast in the Geodetic Sur- 
vey. He said that he, for his part, would not pay at- 
tention to all the nonsensical ideas that we followed in 
regard to drinking the water; but would drink out 
of any old stream that he came to. In eight months 
he was dead. I know another man, old Governor Sanz 
of Romblon Island, who has lived in the Philippines 
for fifty-two years and has only been back for six 
months since he came as a young man from Madrid; 
and he has never had a week’s sickness in his life. He 
has always taken care to observe the rules of the tropics, 
and consequently he enjoys excellent health. There is 
really nothing the matter with the climate of the Philip- 


pines, provided a man observes the rules of hygiene 
that are followed by other dwellers in the tropics. Over 
in India the English have this down to a science. I | 


up against the inertia of the Orient is ramming his head 
against a stone wall. He may lead people to do things, 
but he cannot drive them; and, by appearing to be 
leisurely and to take his time, by pulling strings and 
cleverly arranging, he will hurry matters through a 
great deal fasier than if he tries the typical Yankee 
hustle in the Orient. It would seem that hustle as we 
know it cannot succeed. An immense amount of work 
can be done, but not by our methods. 


Must Know the Natives. 


Lots of Americans who come over here get infinitely 
disgusted with the condition of things in general. They 
do not like the people and do not want to like them. 
The trouble is that they do not know them. They do 
not like the Philippine Islands, and the trouble is that 
they do not know the Philippines, and perhaps only 
know Manila, which, with its feverish excitement. no 
more represents the Philippine Islands than Washington 
represents the United States. When one travels through 
the Philippines, he finds that the native is a mighty 
pleasant fellow. _The average native is a contented, 
hospitable, kindly, agricultural man. Many a day have 
I come, scrubby-bearded and dirty, to a barrio (suburb,) 
and have had set before me the finest fowls of mine 
host; yet, when I offered to pay for my entertainment, 
I would be told: “No, Sefior, usted es muy amigo mio,” 
I was his friend and he would accept no money. In 
months of travel I have not carried a revolver on my 
person, and do not expect to do so during my stay in 
the islands. Many writers exaggerate the dangers of 
traveling in the interior of the Philippines. A. Henry 
Savage Landor, who wrote a book on Thibet that 
brought him fame, wrote also @ volume on the Philip- 
pines, entitled “The Gems of the East,” which was pub- 
lished last year by Harper Brothers. Mr. Landor has a 
brilliant imagination, and the only true thipg that I 
have found in his book is that the canned tomatoes sold 
in the Philippines are like dish-water soup. 1 went 
all through the Igorrote country, all through Southern 
Luzon, and thraugh many of the other islands, covering 


‘many of the trails which Mr. Landor covered, and go- 


ing even farther than Mr. Lendor, penetrating places 
where, so far as is now known, no one had ever ven- 
tured. But I have met no dangers of any sort, nor have 
I ever been threatened with any. Mr. Landor records 
death in a thousand forms and hears the rustling of 
the death angel’s wings as it hovers near. I have not 
time, nor has my reader, to allow me to pick Landor 
to pieces. All this picturesque writing is balderdash. 


The average investigator who visits the Philippines 
takes in some of the large coast ports, Manila, Iloilo, 
Cebu and Zamboanga, with generally a ride on the rail- 
road from Manila to Dagupan. Some of them, however, 
have never even gone outside of Manila. “Why do 1 
need to travel in the Philippines?” asked a distinguished - 
correspondent of the Chicago newspapers. “I can get 
all the data I want right here in Manila.” The truth 
is, dew of our public men, regardless of their politics, 


have had a chance to really know and appreciate the 
| islands or their people. The question of the Philippines 


today is not a question of political administration so 
much as it is of agricultural development. The pon- 
derous settlement of the Philippine problems on paper 
is largely the result of looking through the wrong end of 
the microscope and seeing everything inverted. Many 
of the business men who have lived in the Philippines 
ten, twenty, or thirty years, including a let of En- 
glishmen and Germans and Spaniards, and a whole lot 
of Americans who have been in the Philippines since the 
days of the empire or the early days of American occu- 
pation, believe that after all there are no serious prob- 
lems in the islands; but that these are merely phases 
of growth such as might present themselves in any 
country following war times. They believe that Con- 
gress might do a great deal by proclaiming a definite 
policy to help the Philippines. But. aside from the ac- 
tion of Congress, whether we as a people ignore these 
problems or whether we give our whole attention to 
settling them, it will not make any difference, for they 
will settle themselves gradually as the capital of the 
world seeks a rich country where it can raise more 
sugar, more hemp, more tobacco, and more of the com- 
mon necessaries of life for which there is an increasing 
demand everywhere; and as the people responding to 
this prosperity adopt a better standard of living.

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An Island of Lilies. 
GREAT HARVEST OF FLOWERS ON 
THE SCILLY ISLANDS. 

From London Tribune. 

HIRTY miles southwest of Land’s End the narcis- 
1 sus farmers of Lyonesse are busy over the Janu- 

ary produce of their floral harvest. Many a hot- 
house is all aglow with white and gold, and local steam 
ers are beginning to bear their growing consignments 
of fragrant boxes past the perils of the Wolf and the 
Rundlestone to the Great Western Railway terminus 
and starting point at Penzance. But beautiful as is this 
horticultural industry, and fascinating as it is also in 
association with stormswept little islands, runged 
around in the hours of heavy gales with a girdle of foam 
from the black crags of Penmuis to the towering rock 
mass of Minavawr. the story of its origin and growth 
is more romantic still. 

Indeed that microcosm of the Scilly Isles has had vi- 
cissitudes of fortune, if we only start with the last odd 

In the Revolutionary 
and Napoleonic wars it did very well as a port; squad- 
rons of warships and fleets of merchant vessels being 
frequent visitors to its island-encircled roadstead. The 
small farmers found an abundant market for their vege- 
tables and other produce, not only with the vessels con- 
tained in harbor by easterly winds, but with the fleets 
always cruising off Brest and “the Gib,” as our rock 
fortress at the mouth of the Mediterranean was famil- 
iarly known to them. 

Then came the peace and a commercial collapse, 
partly redeemed from disaster by the inauguration of a 
kelp industry. Then the demand for kelp failed, and 
again there was distress. Still in the days of sailing 
ships an east wind always filled the pretty little roads, 
and undaunted enterprise also made Scilly a ship own- 
ing and shipbuilding port. Besides, the cultivation of 
early potatoes for the London market brought a new 
affluence to the darmers, who invested their savings in 
island-owned ships. Then the development of steam 
destroyed the shipowning and shipbuilding industry, 
and a spirit of financial gloom settled down on Lyonesse. 

All the while, however, unknown to most of its in- 
habitants, the makings of a Pactolus lay disregarded in 
many an island nook, orchard and garden. And this 
brings me to a date about thirty-seven years ago, when 
it is known that in the Isles of Scilly there were eight 
varieties of narcissus quite apart from any that might 
be growing in the Abbey Gardens, the beautiful pleas- 
aunce of Mr. Dorrien-Smith at Tresco. A few of these 
were to be found growing wild, others in the gardens of 
the farmers. 

How these flowers came into the islands is, so Mr. 
Dorrien-Smith, the popular “King of Scilly,” has told 
me, a matter of some obscurity. Sixty-three years ago, 
however, it is known that the captain of a French ves- 
sel which had taken shelter in the roads presented two 
bulbs of Campernelli to Mr. Gluyas. It is not unlikely 
that some of the varieties of narcissus mentioned may 
have beeh introduced by Benedictine monks, who 
through long generations occupied the Priory of St. 
Nicholas. 

Certain it is that seventy-two years ago the late Mr. 
Augustus Smith, the uncle of the present “King,” 
brought in several sorts of narcissus. To him must 
also be ascribed the credit of discerning the commercial

Bartlett Pears Done for. 


ROF. SMITH of the Whittier Pathological Station 

says that in his opinion pear growing in California 

is a thing of the past, unless conditions change. 
He thinks the growing of Bartlett pears may be con- 
tinued only by the few large growers who have famil- 
larized themselves with methods of control and give the 
subject unceasing attention. The other orchards will 
no doubt go under. This is somewhat startling, espe- 
clally when this variety has been the pride of Call- 
fornia and was, till recently, one of our most profitable 
fruit crops. Let us hope that some means of immunity 
may be discovered. It will require long, laborious ex- 
perimentation with resistant stocks, with the possibility 
of failure absolute and final. 


The Tussock Moth. 
H. VOLCK, now entomologist for Santa Cruz and 
„Monterey counties, is the author of a valuable 
pamphlet upon the tussock moth, which insect has be- 
come a pest in the Pajaro Valley. Volck is well known 
here, having served as horticultural inspector in Los 
Angeles county four years ago. The bulletin contains 
about thirty pages with illustrations of a high character 
and a full description of the moth described. It also 
contains recprds of methods of fighting the pest and 
tables showing damage done by it on the apple trees in 
that valley.

The Last Leaf. 


HAVE an anomaly in a wealthy farmer friend—he 
old, yet just coming into his prime of hope 
and achievement in fruit growing. What would you 
Say to a bouyant young man of this character who 
would ask your advice as to taking out fifty or sixty 
acres of olives and planting to citrus trees? You are 
talking to a man of 40 who has lived four-score years. 
His youthful determination induced me to advise tak- 
ing out half the olives, thoroughly plowing out the 
roots and planting his orange trees so none of them 
would stand where an olive stood. These olives never 
bear, so I said, “Pull out that portion of the trees where 
the land is less suited for the olive, leave the balance 
and try upon them new schemes of pruning, cultivation 
and irrigation.” And that is what he will do. . 

This gentleman is a successful orange grower. He 
bas tried barley, grapes, deciduous fruits and olives all 

in succession upon the same land. It was an example 
where rotation of crops paid him nothing whatever, and 
now he is reaping a rich harvest from his last experi- 
ment—citrus fruits. He has spent a fortune upon the 
land, his fine business sense carrying him through in 
other lines from which he derived a revenue to run his 
farm. I have another aged farmer friend here who built 
a mileage of railroad sufficient to reach from Los An- 
geles to Denver, and all of the Nicaragua Canal that 
has been constructed. He does not care to plant trees 
for some one else, but cultivates his orange grove for 
present use. These rare old gentlemen are of the salt 
of the earth, and an hour with either is a treat not to 
be overlooked. Clear of mind, vigorous of physique, 
up to date, these old friends know more than any one 
I have met except the young fellows of twenty. 


The Australian Naval Orange. 


N orange grower, who is troubled with the presence 
of non-typical and profitless trees asks if the sports 
are Australian navels, or Washington navels de- 
teriorated to this condition. It is difficult for one to tell 
with the tree before him. I cannot believe that the 
hundreds of thousands of off-type trees have all come 
from the descendants of the Lewis Wokskill trees im- 
ported from Australia long before the true navel was 
fruited. Wolfskill made his importation in 1874, and I 
do not know of other importations, though there may 
have been other lots brought from below the equator. 
There is no hard-and-fast rule of determining these two 
fruits. However, | am sure that most of the so-called 
Australians are but deteriorated specimens of the other 
variety. I know that some of them are. 

If your tree is later of ripening, that is a sign of the 
Australian variety, for it was a box of Australians that 
took the premium at the New Orleans fair in 1883, 
though they were exhibited as “Riverside Washington 
navels.” This premium fruit was sent from California 
at a late date of the exposition. It came in fresh, fine 
and late, after the Florida fruit, with which it was op- 
posed, was about out of the race. It is a shame to say 
it. but our premium fruit was very poor stuff, compared 
with what Riverside put up in the 80’s from the gen- 


vine Bahias. Again, the true Australians are consistent | 


in their perversity, growing rank and _ straggling, 
sparsely fruiting and altogether unlovely but consistent. 
A sport of the Washington navel may have the silkiest 
fruit upon the lower limbs and coarse, pinky specimens 
upon the upper branches. Or, the whole tree may bear 
poor fruit. Or, the same tree may bear fair fruit one 
year and worthless fruit another. I believe the Aus- 
tralian tree is less liable to disease, and always more 
vigorous, as is the case with most shy-bearing kinds for 
obvious reasons. Whether its shyness of production is 
the cause of its vigor, or the result. is a question. The 
pomelo is the most productive of wood, most vigorous 
and most fruitful fal ovr ciicus tress, so all signs fail

Killing Underbrush. | 


CORRESPONDENT asks as to the best time to cut 

off small brush in order to cause the roots to die 
without sprouting. Authorities differ upon this ques- 
tion, the preponderance of evidence being that greater 
results will be obtained by shrubbing in August. This 
is especially true with those plants that shed their 
leaves, such as willows, cottonwoods, sycamores and de- 
ciduous oaks. For evergreen oaks and other evergreen 
brush the best time to shrub them down is late in the 
fall. Deciduous brush suddenly deprived of their foliage, 
while the roots are surcharged with sap, take a root 
ferment that is more fatal than a fire. Broadly speak- 
ing, August is the best month in which to do this work. 


In the clearing of land in this part of the State the 
pine cuts but little figure. However, it is easily killed, 
and should be cut down late in the fall. It is of some 
economy to burn the débris over the roots of the most 
resistant eroots. Of course, the best method is to grub 
out the chaparral, as this not only aerates the soll but 
places the land in (ar better condition by the elimina- 
tion of root acids and other decaying ferments.

Yellowing Citrus Trees. 


ITRUS orchards in the San Joaquin Valley have thus 

far been remarkably free from some of the troubles 
noted south of the Tehachapi; the chief complaints hav- 
ing been caused by the effects of water seepage from 
high-lying ditches in the foothills. The solls them- 
selves have not been found in dault except where it was 
attempted to plant orchards on heavy clay subsoils, or | 
hardpan; emphasizing the need of a careful examina- 
tion of the substrata of any land designed for tree cul- 
ture. 

Quite lately, however. complaints came of yellowing 
and languishing of citrus trees grown in apparently the 
best quality of loam soil in the Porterville region. Por- 
tions of young orchards planted on low ridgy lands were 
found to become diseased, their leaves yellowing and 
dropping while those located in lower ground continued 
to grow thriftily. The samples of- soil and subsoil | 
showed that while in the lower ground where the trees 
were in good condition, the subsoil at three feet con- 
tained only 12 per cent. of lime carbonate, on the higher 
land it was full of white lime nodules in the third foot; 
and that the fine earth around them, in which the roots 


carbonate. This evidently exceeds the tolerance of 
citrus foots, hence the yellowing of the leaves. In an- 
other similar case, examination showed that even where 
the trees were doing finely ‘the soil being very rich,) 
the calcareous layer was reached at from four and one- 
half to five and one-half feet. It is probable that so 
soon as with progressive growth the roots reach the 
above depth they will here also be affected by the excess 
of lime. ; | 

This is a condition which perhaps cannot be remedied © 


ing. the effects can be neutralized by the use of organic 
matter, usually applied in the form of stable manure. 


TN Azusa subscriber has an apple orchard and writes 
for some directions in pruning. As no professional 
tree pruner can be secured the grower has to depend 
upon the work of the farm hand, and wishes a few sug- 
gestions to be handed to the workmen. Assuming that 
the trees have reached the age where it is not necessary 
or admissible to prune for shape, they should be cut 
back very little in the warm valley of Azusa. It is 
necessary to leave the foliage as dense as possible to 
protect the tree and fruit from the heat. Again, some 
varieties, like the Bellflower, do not thrive well from 
heavy pruning, under any circumstances, and are better 
without it. In some localities such varieties as the 
Newtown Pippin have been top-grafted on the sunny 
side with kinds bearing heavy foliage to shade the 
Newtown boughs with their naturally sparse foliage. So 
this famous apple will stand but little trimming on that 
account. The general direction ag to how to prune is, 
to cut to an inside bud with trees Hable to spread too 
far laterally, and to an outside bud where they are in- 
clined to shoot straight upward. This is especially ad- 
visable with trees just coming into bearing. Afterward, 
the tree should be thinned out where necessary and all 
interfering branches removed.

li has been considered by many competent authorities 
that barnyard manure properly handled will yield the 
farmer $3 per ton or $6 per the average spreader load. 
Prof. Harry Snyder of the department of agriculture at 
the University of Minnesota states as follows: : 
When a dressing of eight tons of manure is applied, 


Which is not a heavy dressing, an increase of twenty 


bushels of corn is secured the first year. We have se- 
cured this much and more in our experiments. It is not 
difficult to assign a price to the corn. In addition to the 
increase of the twenty bushels of corn, more corn stover 
is secured, which can be used for feed and thus be 


turned into manure and made to add to the fertility of 
the soil. It is safe to say that the increase in the corn

year after the application of the manure, wheat be sown 
an increase of at least eight bushels of wheat per acre 
be secured.

Then I would have herbs in plenty—sage, sweet mar- 
joram, summer savory, sweet fennel, sweet basil, worm-

_gelica, caraway, thyme, saffron, borage, catnip, tansy, 
anise, balsam, dill, rue peppermint watercress and the 
Some of these you may find convenient to plant in a 
blackberry patch away from the garden, as they spread 
rapidly—others, such as watercress and peppermint on 
the bank of a ditch or ravine. Once started an herb 
garden will grow and flourish with very little trouble 
from the gardener and it is a pleasure to sit down to 
a table and eat wholesome, well-seasoned food. 

Hollyhock, sunflowers and petunias, zinnias, peonias, 


coxcombs, gaillardia, amaranthus, morning glories, mar- 


igolds, cannas, ten weeks stocks and ornamental gourds 
are suitable for the garden. The more delicate plants 
and shrubs, roses of various kinds, honeysuckle, etc., I 
reserve for the yard.

Breeding lnvalids in Public Schools. | 
N the Southern California Practitioner for January 


| ws the first of a series of articles on “Health and 
Development of School Children,“ by Prof. George 
L. Leslie, director of the department of science in the 
Los Angeles city schools. Dr. Leslie refers to the fol- 
owing as physical defects which absolutely limit growth 
and development, no matter what the training and en- 
vironment may be: Eye strain, defective hearing, 
“adenoid growths, enlarged tonsils, flat chests, spinal 


curvature, defective motor ability, defective nerve con- 


ditions, defective nutrition from whatever cause, etc. 
The author properly declares these to be “vitality 

sappers” and “energy wasters.” 

defective are not sick, in the usual sense of the word. 


Parents and teachers are often unaware of the far- 


reaching influence of these defective conditions. As Dr. 
Lesiie properly says, the health and development of 
the child and youth stands—or should stand—first in all 
eduvational work at home and in school, He might 
have added that ong of the greatest evils of our Amer- 
ican school system is that it forces upon children, who 
need all their surplus vitality for growth, an excess of 


mental strain, involving the studying of hard problems 


at home in the evening, thus sapping the vital powers 
and laying the foundation of serious nervous ailments 


or consumption, that may cost them life or at least: 


make their life a misery and a @ailure. The editor of 
this department strongly urges all parents who read 
this department to absolutely refuse to let their chil- 


dren do any studying of an evening, no matter what the 
circumstances may be. This, in some cases, will in- 


volve the necessity of taking them out of school. Well, 
far better do that, if you value their lives and health 
more than their acquisition of a little superfluous “book 
larnin’,” which, in many cases, is of no practical benefit 
to them, but rather an incumbrance. See that the 


mental facilities of your children are not developed at 


the cost of the physical, or they may live to curse you, 
Frank Allport, M. D., recently said in “Pediatries:” 
“We should remember that fifty thousand American 
children are annually removed from schools on account 
of debilitated physical d nervous conditions brought 


on by physical incapacity and injudicious mental pres- 


sure. Such children, being unable to acquire a suitable 
education, fall by the wayside, grow up in invalidism 
and ignorance, and help to fill the ranks of the weak- 
lings, the worthless, and the criminals.” 


Then there is the exceedingly important question of 
fresh air. It is quite a common thing for children to 
come home from school with headaches, due to the close 
air of schoolrooms, into which scores of young lungs 


pour their waste matter. In Japan, you may see a 


school in session under flowering cherry trees. Why 
couldn’t ‘We, at least, have open-air kindergartens? 

Last, but by no means least, is the question of the 
food supplied to these young people, who need not only 
fuel to furnish heat and force, but also to provide for 
their growth. On this subject, Dr. Jessie H. Farwell 
writes to the editor as follows: ' 


“I wish to speak especially of children and youths, 
from about the sixth grade until they have flushed the 
high school, or gone on to the normal school, business 


college, etc. As a physician, I have had many of these 


students to treat, and as a nurse have seen many more. 
Being a woman, I have had more girls than boys to 
deal with, and it is with them more prominently in my 
mind that I speak. The girl, in the first place, will 
work harder than the boy, and will not take the aciive 
out-of-door exercise which he will and does take. 
Therefore; the teacher pushes her greatly to her detri- 
ment. Being indoors and stooping over her books, she 
does not get the proper amount of oxygen, so the nerves 
are starved, the food? is only half oxygenated (burned,) 


and we have many waste products which are poisons. 


These are absorbed by the system, and sickness is the 
result. She has the results af overwork indoors which 
he has not, so she starts out handicapped, at the age 
of eleven or twelve, when both are maturing. Up to this 
time of life, the usual child has taken any food set be- 
fore him, and has relished it, but now the general 
nervous disturbance, the strain of school work and so- 
cial duties, the false moral, physical and psychic condi- 
tions under which girls live, makes the system demand 
force to keep up the pace. Sweets furnish this force in 
the most readily available form, and naturally they turn 
to them to supply the craving for the force. Sweets 
pave the way for rich foods, and soon all desire for 
proteid food and plain vegetables is lost. These are 
the foods which alone properly btild the body—the 
proteid building nerve, muscle, etc,, the vegetables and 
fruits furnishing the mineral salts which supply the 
iron, lime, phosphorus, etc., necessary to keep the body 
in perfect health. With this diet of sweets and pastries 
“our child is being really starved, so we see the rounded 
shoulders, compressed chests and poor teeth, because

“Besides this actual starvation in the midst of plenty, 
we have a process of poisoning going on within the 
child’s body, every hour of the day. These foods cause 
fermentation, the resulting gas causes distention of 
stomach and bowels, and perverted secretions the 
whole length of the alimentary canal, Perverted se- 
cretions mean undigested food, and the consequent ab- 
sorption of the poisons generated by the decaying ma- 
terial. This very absorption of poisons carries so many 


to describe them all. The distended stomach, pressing 
upon the heart, produces much of the heart disturbances 
sO common, as well as the fainting we so often see in 
young girls, The distended bowel causes constipation, 
so we have more absorption of poisons, besides having 
much intra-abdominal pressure, which exerts a baneful 
effect upon the pelvic organs, if they are at all abnor- 
mal, which they usually are in these days of wrong 
living. 


“At this time of life the excess of blood should be at 
the pelvis, nourishing all the pelvic organs and the 
ligaments which hold them in place. Instead, however, 
the excess is at the overcrowded and greatly over- 
stimulated brain, and at the digestive apparatus, trying 
as only nature can try, under most adverse. circum- 
stances to make a healthy body out of this star vation 
diet and most horribly indigestible food. Now, when 
the first physiological congestion due to menstruation 
takes place, we have a uterus too large for the liga- 
ments to hold up, and it naturally topples over—usually 
toward the back, but often toward the front, sometimes 
both at once. Having this wrong condition, we have 
pressure on blood vessels and nerves, which keeps up 
a constant and a growing congestion. The uterus gets 
large and heavy, the pressure greater, the ovaries are 
dragged out of position, with congestion and inflamma- 
tion as a likelihood. The pressure produces bladder 
disturbances, headache, backache, digestive disturb- 
ances, and finally, with a lack of nourishment of the

Think, all you Wwho have 
the care of children, and then study dietetics—not in a 
faddy way, but so as to have a true knowledge of the 
needs of the body, and how to supply them.” 


Once more the editor would strongly urge the loving, 
but often greatly misguided parents, who read these 
lines, not to sacrifice the lives and happiness of their 
children to the foolish idea of cramming into their heads 
a lot of superfluous facts and figures.

Medical Legistation at Sacramento. 


T was mentioned last week that a bill had been intro- 

duced in the State Legislature, by the osteopaths, un- 
der one provision of which bill any man, from any- 
where, would be enabled to take the practical examina- 
tion from the osteopathic board of examiners, whether 
he holds a diploma from an osteopathic college or not, 
thus creating the “open shop” in medicine, as compared 
with the “closed shop” of the regulars. Naturally, the 
medical trust objects to anything in the shape of liber- 
ality in medicine—except liberality for regular“ quacks 
to apply their nefarious trade, provided they have an 
M.D. diploma. Therefore a new bill was introduced, 
drawn by Dr. J. A. McKee of Sacramento, a regular,“ 


who is chairman of the Senate Committee on Public . 


Health and Quarantine. Under this bill the osteopaths 
would be obliged to pass the same examination as the 
allopaths, the homeopaths and eclectics, which would 
manifestly be as gross an injustice as H a teacher of a 
certain system of shorthand were obliged to pass an 
examination in some other fellow’s system. The “regn- 
lars” expressed their willingness to consider an amend- 
ment that would give the Governor the appointment of 
the State Board of Medical Examiners, instead of leav- 


ing it to the various medical bodies. This move may or . 


may not have been influenced by the fact that a Los An- 
— judge recently decided that the osteopathie board 
as exercising unconstitutional powers. If so, then the 


lopaths also proposed that one osteopath should be 


added to the board, leaving the allopaths still in the ma- 
jority. Dr. F. M. Pottenger of Los Angeles defended 
the present system as one “best conserving the health 
i and life of the people, by keeping up a high standard.” 
It is a system that keeps out competition of worthy 
men, and permits any one who has an M. D. diploma to 
do about anything he pleases, from extortion to murder.

One local paper 
runs it in exactly the same style as ordinary reading 
matter, without anything at all to distinguish it, in the 
shape of heading or mark. This is not fair to the read- 
ers. 


The “ad” starts in with an intimation that it would 
be well for the reader to “cut this item out and put it in 
a safe place.” “The prescription is simple, and can be 
made up by any one at home. The ingredients can be 
had at every good prescription pharmacy, and all that is 
necessary is to shake them well in a bottle.” 
The article goes on to state that a few doses is said” 
to relieve almost any case, etc., etc. “It is now claimed” 
to be the method of curing, ete., eto. The writer then 
tells how certain ingredients can be purchased at a 
drug store. One of these ingredients, of course, is a se- 
cret preparation, that no druggist can obtain, except from 
the manufacturers.

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| METALS HAVE ODOR. 


GEEMAN SCIENTIST Gives RESULTS OF EXPERI- 
MENTS WITH VARIOUS METALS. 


(Berlin Cablegram to Chicago Tribuné:} Herr Gruhn 
gives details of his latest experiments in connection 
with his discovery that metals have odors. Through | 
dally observations he shows each metal has a character- 
istic odor. Many treatises contain the statement that 
these bodies are absolutely inodorous, as metals do not 
lose ae of their weight. 

The theory so far adopted in regard to the origin of 
odors, which is that volatized atoms mixed with atmos- 
pheric air penetrate into the organ of smell, does not, in 
fact satisfactorily account for the phenomena. 

In the first experiment of Herr Gruhn it was shown 
that a piece of copper, aluminum, tin, or other metal 


of metal were heated above a lamp to a moderate tem- 
perature, when they were found to give off strong odors, 
which readily were distinguishable by anybody. From 
the experiments so far it ‘would seem the condition, 
either pure or oxidized, of the surface of a metal does 
— aed influence on quality or intensity of 
sme 

The third experiment showed that if a piece of metal 
be heated dor about an hour, its temperature being k 
constant, it at first gives off a strong smell, which 
ually decreases in intensity until it is just equivalent to 
its smell in the cold state. If, however, heating be dis- 
continued and the metal cooled, it no mere shows the 
least trace of smell. Another heating immediately after- 
ward will produce only a slight smell. The metal thus 
appears to have become well-nigh exhausted. If the 
same increase of temperature be imparted to another 
sample of the same metal the stronger effects of the 
fresh metal become especially striking. 

These phenomena always occur in exactly the same 
manner. From this it is inferred that the matter vapor- 
ized during heating is not identical with the metal itself. 
In (act, it would be difficult to understand why vaporiza- | 
tion of metal eventually should cease in case of pro- 
longed heating. It certainly could be objected that pro- 
longed heating would result in the production of a ayer 
of oxide on the surface, putting an end to vaporization. 
Experiments, however, show that the layer of oxide in no 
way interferes with the emission of smell from heated 
metal. ‘ 

The described in the fourth experiment 
afford striking evidence of Herr Gruhn's hypothesis. A 
piece of metal being deprived of its smell was kept in 
a cold state two or three hours and then heated anew. 


It then was found to have been restored to its previous 


power, smelling strongly as a fresh piece of metal. The 
experiment can be repeated any number of times. It 
should: be remembered the temperatures concerned were 
by no means excessive. A temperature of 50 degrees 
centigrade was quite sufficient. 

From his experiments Herr Gruhn draws the conclu- 
sion that metals continually give out emanations of gas- 
eous matter, composed not of atoms of metal, but rather 
a product of transformation from these atoms. Metals 
possess power of storing this odorous matter in the 
same way that carbonic acid is stored in water. The 
experimenter finally succeeded in separating and iso- 
lating in a vessel the odor given off from metals. The 
emanations in question thus behave “accurately in the 
same way as emanations given off from radio-active 
bodies.
